(4) If no objection to such regiatiation is received by the Registrar of Copyrights within 
thirty days of the receipt of ihe application by him, he shall, if satisfied about Ihe correct¬ 
ness of the particulars given in the application, enter such particulars In Lhe Register of 
Copyrights. 

(!>) If the Registiar of Copyrights receives any objections for such registration within 
the time specified in sub-rule (4), or, if fie Is not satisfied about the correctness of the parti¬ 
culars given in the application, lie may, after holding such inquiry as he deems fit, enter 
such particulars of the work in the Regisler of Copyrights as he considers proper. 

(6) The Registrar of Copyrights shall, as soon as may be, send, wherever practicable, a> 
copy of the entries made in the Register of Copyrights to the parties concerned. 


17. Correction of entries in the Register ot Copyrights.—The Registrar of Copyrights may, 
on his own motion or on application of any interested person, amend or alter the Register

lit. Indexes.—(1) There shall be kept at the Copyright Office the following Indexes for 
each Part of the Regisler of Copyrights, namely,— 

(i) a general Author Index; 

(ii) a general Title Index: 

(iii) an Author Index of works 111 each language; and 

(iv) a Title Index of works in each language. 

(2) Every Index shall be arranged alphabetically In the form of cards. 

19. Inspection of the Register of Copyrights and Indexes.—The Register ol Copyrights 
and indexes thereof shall at all reasonable times be open to Inspection by any person in 
such manner and subject to such conditions as the Registrar of Copyrights may specify. 

2 *. Copies and extracts of the Register of Copyrights and Indexes.—(1) Any person shall 
be entitled to take copies of, or make extracts from, the Register of Copyrights or Indexes on 
payment of the fee specified in the Second Schedule subject to *uch supervision as the- 
Registrar of Copyrights may arrange. 

(2) The Registrar of Copyrights shall, on an application made in that behalf and on 
payment of the fee specified in the Second Schedule, furnish a certified copy of any entrie* 
made in the Register of Copyright* and indexes thrreftf, 
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CHAPTER VII 
Making or Records 

21. Making ol records.—(1) Ally person intending to make tetords undci clause (j) of sub¬ 
jection (J) ol section 52 shall give notice of such intention to the owner of the copyright 
and to the Copyright Board at least sixLy days in advance of the making of the records and 
shall pay to the owner of the copyright, along with the notice, the amount of royalties 
due in tespect of all Lite records to Ire made at the rale fixed by the Copyright Board in this 
behalf. 

(2) Such notice shall contain the following information, namely:— 

(a) the particulars of the wotk in respect of which records are Lo he made; 

■(b) alterations and omissions, if any, which are proposed to be made for the adapta¬ 
tion of the work to the iecords; 

<c) the name, address and nationality of the owner of the copyright in the work; 

(d) particulars of the records made previously recording the work; 

(e) die number of records intended to be made; and 

4f) flic amount paid to the owner of the copyright in the work by way of royaltlei 

and the manner of payment. 

CHAPTER VIII 

IMI’ORIATION OF INFRINGING CoelLS 

22. Importation of Infringing copies.—Every application under sub-section (1) of section 53 
■shall be made in accordance with Form V'l and shall be accompanied by the fee specified 
In the Second Schedule. 

23. Procedure for examination of infringing copies.—The Registrar of Copyrights or the 

person authorised by him in this behalf shall, in taking action under sub section (3) of 

section 53, act In collaboration with Customs authorities. 

CHAPTER IX 

Miscellaneous 

24. Mode ol making applications etc.—Every application, notice, statement or any other 
■document jto be made, given, filed, or sent under the Act or under these Rules may, unless 
otherwise directed by the authority concerned, be sent by hand oi pre-paid registered post. 

25. Mode of communication by the Copyright Board etc.—Every written intimation from 
the CopyrigliL Board, the Copyright Office or the Regisliar of Copyrights .■diall be deemed 
to have been duly communicated to any person if such intimation is sent to the known 
address of such person by pre-paid registered post. 

2fi. Fees.—(1) The fees payable under the Act in lespect of any matter shall be as 
specified in the Second Schedule. 

(2) The fees may be paid to the Registrar of Copyrights, New Delhi, by a postal order 
or a bank drafl issued by a Scheduled Bank as defined in the Reserve Bank of India Act, 
1934, or by deposit into a Government Treasury or a branch of the Reserve Bank of India 
or the State Bank of India under the head of account: Major Head—‘XLVI—Miscellaneous', 
Minor Head ‘Naturalisation, Passport and Copyright Fees’. 

(3) Postal ordeis and bank drafts shall be crossed and drawable in New Delhi. 

(4) Paytuent by bank drafts shall not be valid unless the amount of bank commission is 
included therein. 

(5) Where payment is made by deposit in a Government Treasury or a branch of the 
Reserve Bank of India or the State Bank of India, the (hallan evidencing the payment shall 
lie sent to the authority concerned by prepaid registered post. 

27. Right of audience.—In any proceedings before the Copyright Board or the Registiar 
of Copyrights any party may appear and be heard either in person nr by a pleader or other 
person duly authorised by such party. 

2R. Cosfis.— ’The costs of. and incidental to, the proceedings before the Copyright Board 
or the Registrar of Copyrights shall be in the discretion of the Copyright Board or the

come into force.

In exercise of the powers conferred by Seation 78 
of the Copyright Act, 1957 (14 of 1957), the Central 
Government hereby makes the following rules to amend 
the Copyright Rules, 1958, gamely 

1. Short title and commencement : — 

0) These rules may be called the Copyright 
(Amendment) Rules, 1984. 

(2) They shall conic into force on the date on 
which the Copyright (Amendment) Act, 
1983 shall come into force. 


2. In the Copyright Rules, 1958 (hereinafter 
referred to as the principal rules), after rule 11, the 
following shall be inserted, namely : — 

“Chapter IV A 

Compulsory licence for publication of unpublished 
works, translation and reproduction of work. 

11 A. 

Application for licence : An application for a licence 
under section 31 A, sub-section (IA) of section 32 and 
section 32A to publish any unpublished work or to 
translate any work in any language or to reproduce 
any published work shall be made in triplicate in 
accordance with Form 1IA and shall be accompanied 
by the fee prescribed in the Second Schedule. 

11 B. 

Every such application shall be in respect of one 
work only and in respect of translation of a work into 
one language only, 

11 C. 

Notice of application: 

(1) A copy of such application shall be served 
by registered mail on the owner of copyright 
and if the owner of such copyright is not 
known or is not traceable, a copy of the 
application shall be served on the publisher 
whose name appears on the work. 

(2) The Copyright Board shall give an opportu¬ 
nity to the applicant and also, wherever 
practicable, to any person claiming any 
interest in the copyright of the work, to bo 
heard and may take such evidence in respect 
of the application as it thinks fit. 

(3) If more than one application for translation 
of the work in the same language or for 
reproduction of the work or for publication 
of any unpublished work is pending before 
the Copyright Board, all such application 
shall be considered together. 

(4) If the Copyright Board is satisfied that the 
licence fbr a translation of the work in the 
language or for reproduction of the work or 
for publication of unpublished work, applied 

for may be granted to the applicant, or if 
there are more applicants than one, to such 
one of the applicants, as in the opinion of 
the Copyright Board, would best serve the 
interests of the general public, it shall grant 
a licence accordingly. 

(5) Every such licence shall be subject to the 
conditions provided in subjection (7) of 
section 31 A, clause (i) of sub-section (4) of 
section 32 and clause (i) of sub-section (4) 
of section 32A relating to payment of royal¬ 
ties and shall specify :— 

(a) tile period within which such work shall 
be published; 

(b) the rate at which royalties in respect of the 
copies of such work sold to the public 
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shall be paid to the owner of the copyright 
in the work; 

(c) in a case'of translation of the work, x’ c 
language In which the translation shall be 
produced and published; ana 

(d) the person or persons to whom such 
royalties shall he payable. 

(6) The grant of every such licence shall, as coon 
as possible, be notified in the Official Gazettc- 
and a copy of the licence shidl be sent to 
the other parties concerned.

G.S.R. 383(E),—Ei exercise of the powers conferred by

12. Conditions for submission of applications for registration 
of copyright societies.—(1) any association of persons, whe¬ 
ther incorporated or not, comprising seven or more owners 
of copyright (hereinafter referred to as "the Applicant”) 
formed for the purpose of carrying on the business of Issuing 
or granting licences in respect of any class of works in which 
copyright subsists or In respect of any other right conferred 
by the Act may file with the Registrar of Copyrights an appli¬ 
cation in Form EI-C for submission to the Central Govern¬ 
ment for grant of psrmission to carry on such business and 
for its registration as a copyright society. 

(2) An application under sub-rule (l) shall be signed by 
all the members of the Governing Body (by whatever name 
called) and the Chief Executive of the Applicant (who need 
no. he a member of the Applicant). 

13. Application for registration by performing right 
societies.— 

A performing right society functioning in accordance with 
the provisions of section 33 on the date immedia'ely before the 
coming into force of the Copyright (Amendment) Act, 1994 
(38 of 1994) and desirous of carrying on the business as a 
coovrghf society under the Act shall submit an application 
in Form II-C to the Registrar of Copyrights as early as possible 
but not later than ton months from the date of commence¬ 
ment of the said Act. 

14. Conditions for grant of permission to carry on copyright 
business.— 

An Applicant including a performing right society referred 
to in rule 13 for registration of it as a copyright society shall 
not be eligible to be considered for such registration unless— 

(D the instrument by which tho Applicant is establfthed 
or incorporated creates a commitment on it to deal 
with only copyright business and other activities 
ancfllinry thereto; and 

(il) the Applicant is willing to comply with the provisions 
of the Act and the rule* made thereunder. 

Explanation.—In this rule, and in rule 14A, “Instrument” 
means the memorandum and articles of association. 
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14, A. Documents accompanying applications.— 

Every 'application made under rule 12 or rule 13 shall be 
accompanied by— 

(a) a true copy of the instrument by which the Applicant 
is established or incorporated ; 

fib) the consent in writing of the individuals named in 
the application to act as members of the Governing 
Body (by whatever name called) of the Applicant; 

(c) a declaration containing the objectives of the Appli¬ 

cant, the bod’cs through which it will function and 
arrangements for accounting and auditing; 

(d) an undertaking to the effect that the instrument by 
which the Application is established or incorporated 
provdes for conforming the same to the provisions 
of the Act and thes© rules. 


14 B. Condi'ions for registration of a copyright society.— 

(1) When an application for registration is submitted to the 
Central Government through the Registrar of Copyrights, that 
Government may, within sixty days from the date of its receipt 
by the Registrar of Copyrights cither register the Applicant 
n6 a copyright society or, if— 

(i) the Applicant has no professional competence to carry 
on its business or has not sufficient funds to manage 
its affairs; or 

(ii) there exists another copyright siciety registered under 
the Act for administering the same class of works and 
it is functioning well; or 

(iii) the Central Government has reason to believe that 
the members of the Applicant are not bonaftd® copy¬ 
right owners or they have not voluntarily signed the 
instrument setting up the Applicant and the appli¬ 
cation for registration; or 

(iv) the application Is found to be incomplete in any 
respect, reject the applications. 

Provided that no such application shall be rejected with¬ 
out giving the Applicant an opportuniy of being heard. 

(2) Upon the registration of a copyright society by the Cen- 
ral Government, the Registrar of Copyrights shall issue a Certi¬ 
ficate of Registration in Form 1J-D under h's hand and seal. 

(3) On and from the date of its registration as specified in 
the Certificate of Registration, the copyright society shall be 
entitled <0 commence and carry on th© permitted copyright 
business in the name by which it has been so registered. 

14 r. Procedure for holding Inquiry.—* 

If the Central Government, on a complaint of the Registrar 
of Copyrights or of any owner of rights, has reason to believe 
that a copyright society is being managed in a manner detri¬ 
mental to the interests of the owners of rights concerned, it 
mav. nf er making an inquiry in the following manner, cancel 
or suspend the registration of the copyright society made 
under thc r e rules, namely ;— 

(i) The Central Government shall provide a copy of 'he 

complaint to the society and require the society to 
submit wi'hin such time as may be specified by the 
Central Government a written statement of its 
defenc and to state wiiehcr it desires to be heard. 

(ii) Tf, aft©r considering the written statement furnished 
by the society, the Central Government is satisfied that 
a prima-facie case is established, I; shall order an 
Inquiry into the allegations and appoint an Inquiry 
Officer not Mow the rank of a Deploy Secre 1 to 
the Government of rndia for holding the inquiry. 

(Iii) On being appointed as such, the Inquiry Officer shall 
conduct ffie inquiry having regard to the principles 
of natural justice. 

(iv) The Insuiry Officer may, if lie considers it necessaiy, 
engage a Chartered Accountants or an Audit Officer 
in the office of the Comptroller and Auditor-General 
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of India to assist him ip the inquiry. The concern¬ 
ed copyright society shall render all assistance and 
shall make available all such documents as may be 
called for by the Inquiry Officer to enable him to 
complete the inquiry within a period of three months 
or such further time as may be allowed by the Cent- 
r.d Government. 

fv) If, according to the findings of the Inquiry Officer, 
the complaints against the copyright society are found 
to be true or if the society fails to cooperate wih 
the Inquiry Officer, the Central Government shall 
cancel the registration of the copyright society. 

14 D. Suspension of registration and appointment of admi¬ 
nistrator.— 

If, pending inquiiy under sub-sect'on (4) of section 33, the 
Centra] Government is of the opinion that in the interests 
of the owners of rights concerned, it is necessary so to do, it 
may, by order, suspend the registration of the society for a 
period not exceeding one year as may be sreifled in that 
order and shall appoint an administrator to discharge the 
fond ions of the copyright society. 

14 E. Powers and functions of ithe administi ator.— 

(1) On the apopintmont of the administrator referred to in 
rule 14D under sub-section (5) of section 33, all powers of 
the copyright society shall vest in him and all other represen¬ 
tative bod'es or committees of the copyright society other thani 
the General Body shall stand dissolved. 

(2) The adminis-trator shall, within six months before the 
expiry of the period of suspension, arrange election for re¬ 
constituting the dissolved bodies failing which, th/5 bod'es so 
superseded shall stand revived at the end of the period of 
suspension for theii remaining term, excluding the period of 
suspension.

14G. Conditions subject to which a copy right society 
may accept authorisation and an owner of rights may with¬ 
drawn such authorisation. 

fl) copyright may accept from an owner of rights or his 
duly authorised agent, exclusive authorisation to administer 
any right in a work if such owner or such agent enters into 
an agreement, in writing with the copyright society specifying 
the rights to be administered, the duration for which such 
rigrts arc auhorised to he administered the quantum of fees 
agreed to and the friquenev at which such fees shall be paid 
by the copy right society in accordance with its Scheme of 
Tariff and Distribution, 

(2) The owner of copyrights shall wilhout prejudice to the 
rights under the agreement and subject to the condition of 
a prior notice of sixty days be free to withdraw such autho¬ 
risation in case the copyright society fails to fulfil its com¬ 
mitments as laid down in the agreement.

ORDER 

New Delhi, die 24th March, 1999 

S.O. 228 (E).—In exercise of the powers conferred 
by section 40 of the Copyright Act, 1957 (14 of 1957), and 
in supersession of the International Copyright Order, 1991, 
the Central Government hereby makes the following Order, 
namely :— 

I. (1) This Order may be called the International 
Copyright Order, 1999. 

(2) It shall come into force on the date of its 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In this Order, unless the context otherwise 
requires,— 

(a) “Berne Convention Country” means a country 
which is a member of the Berne Copyright 
Union, and includes a country mentioned either 
in Part 1 or in Part II of llte Schedule; 

(b) “Phonogram” means an exclusively aural 
fixation of a performance or other sounds; 

(c) “Phonograms Convention Country” means a 
country which has cither ratified, or accepted, 
or acceded to the Convention forthc Protection 
of Producers of Phonograms against 
Unauthorized Duplication of their Phonograms, 
done at Geneva on the twenlyninth day of 
October, one thousand nine hundred and 
seventyone, and includes a country mentioned 
in Part V of the Schedule; 

(d) “Schedule" means the Schedule appended to this 
Order; 

(c) "Universal Copyright Convention Country” 
means a country which has either ratified, or 
accepted, or acceded to the Universal Copyright 
Convention, and includes a country mentioned 
cither in Part III or in Part IV of the Schedule. 
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(f) "World Trade Organisation Country” means a 
country which is a member of the World Trade 
Organisation and which has either ratified, or 
accepted, or acceded to the Agreement on Trade 
Related Aspects of Intellectual Property Right, 
1994, and includes a country mentioned in Part 
VI of the Schedule. 

3. Subject to the provisions of paragraphs 4, 5 and 6, 
all the provisions of the Copyright Act, 1957 (14 of 1957). 
(hereafter referred to as the Act), except those in Chapter 
VIII, and those other provisions which apply exclusively to 
Indian works, shall apply — 

(a) to any work first made orpublished in a country 
mentioned in Part I, II, III, IV or VI of the 
Schedule, in like manner as if it was first 
published in India: 

(b) to any work first made orpublished in a country 
other than a country mentioned in Part 1.11, III, 
IV or VI of the Schedule, the author of which 
was, at the date of such publication, or, where 
the author was dead on that date, he was at the 
time of his death, a national of a country 
mentioned in Part I, II, III. IV or VI of the 
Schedule, in like manner, as if the author was a 
citizen of India at that point of time; 

(c) to an unpublished work, the author whereof 
was, at the time of the making or publication of 
live work, a national or domiciled in any country 
mentioned in Part I. II. Ill, IV or VI of the 
Schedule, in like manner, as if the author was a 
citizen of, or domiciled in, India: 

(d) to any work first made or published by a body 
corporate incorporated under any law of a 
country mentioned in Part I, II. III. IV or Part 
VI of the Schedule, in like manner, as if it was 
incorporated under a law in force in India: and 

(c) to a sound recording first made, the producer of 
which was, at the date of such production, a 
national of a country mentioned in Part V or 
Pan VI of the Schedule or a body corporate 
incorporated under a law in force in such a 
country', in like manner as if the producer was 
the citizen of India or a body corporate 
incorporated under a law in force in India, as 
the case may be. at that point of time, 

4. Notwithstanding anything contained in paragraph 
3, the provisions of Chapter VIII of the Act shall apply to a 
Broadcasting Organisation and a Performer in a World Trade 
Organisation Country mentioned in Part VI of the Schedule. 

5. Notwithstanding anything contained in clause (a) 
of paragraph 3 and paragraph 4 the provisions of sub-sectidn 
(1) of section 32 of the Act— 

(i) shall not apply to a work first made or published 
in any Berne Convention Country mentioned in 
Part 1 or Part II of the Schedule; 
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(ii) shalluot apply to a work first made orpublished 
in any World Trade Organisation Country 
mentioned in Part VI of the Schedule: 

(iii) shall apply to a work first made or published in 
any Universal Copyright Convention country 
mentioned in Part III or Part IV of the Schedule, 
only in respect of the translation of such work 
into any language specified in the Eighth 
Schedule to the Constitution of India. 

6. Tire provisions of section 32 [excluding its sub¬ 
section (1)]. 32A and 32B shall apply to a work first made 
or published in a Beme Convention Country' mentioned in 
Part I of the Schedule or in a Universal Copyright 
Convention Country mentioned in Part III of tire Schedule 
or in a World Trade Organisation Country' mentioned in 
Part V! of the Schedule. 

7. The temr of copyright in a work shall not exceed 
that which is enjoyed by it in its country of origin. 

EXPLANATION.—In this paragraph, "the country' of 
origin” shall mean— 

(a) in the case of a w ork first made or published in 
a Beme Convention Country or a Universal 
Copyright Convention Country, or a World 
Trade Organisation Country, that country: 

(b) in the case of a work made or published 
simultaneously either in a Beme Convention 
Country or a Universal Copyright Convention 
Country or in a World Trade Organisation 
Country and in a country which is neither a 
Beme Convention Country nor a Universal 
Copyright Convention Country nor a World 
Trade Organisation Country, tire former country: 

(c) in the case of a work which is made or published 
simultaneously in several Beme Convention 
Countries, the country' whose laws grant the 
shortest term of copyright to such a work; 

(d) in the case of a'work which is made orpublished 
simultaneously in several Universal Copyright 
Convention Countries, the country whose laws 
grant the shortest term of copyright to such a 
work; 

(e) in the case of a work which is made orpublished 
simultaneously in several World Trade 
Organisation Countries, the country whose laws 
grant the shortest term of copyright to such a 
work; 

(f) in the case of an unpublished work or a work 
first made or published in a country other than 
a Beme Convention Country or a Universal 
Copyright Convention Country or a World Trade 
Organisation Country, the country of which the 
author was a citizen, or the country in which he 
was domiciled at the time of its first publication, 
whichever grants the longer term of copyright.
